passing of Rev. John A. Freeman of 

Artesia last week, California lost | 
one of its early characters. He was 
88 years of age. The funeral serv-, 
iceg were conducted by Rey. James! 
Robertson and interment took place 

in Little Lake Cemetery. 

The deceased was born in Abbhey- 
ville District, South Carolina, Sep- 
tember 27, 1821. When 6 years of 
age his father moved to Tennessee. 

Tn 1841 he, with his parents, moved , 
to Harrisonville, Mo. He united with 
the Baptist church and went to a 
i schoo! to fit himself for the ministry, 
‘which he entered in 1848, On Oc- 
tober 24, 1843, he was married to 
Nancy Harris, 

Rev. Freeman came to California 
by ox team in 1857, first stopping 
at El Monte, where he preached and 
| taught the village school, afterward 
going to San Bernardino, where he 
| organized the first Baptist church at 
that place. In later years he was pas- » 
tor at Downey, Artesia and Comp- 
ton, retiring actively from the min- 

, istry In 18584. 

In 1907 he went to Texas at the. 
invitation of the church which he 
organized there, to participate in the 

lcelebration of its sixtieth anniver- 
sary. Although 85 years of age, he’ 

' preached the anniversary sermon, In 

September, 1918, he Was present at. 

the fiftieth anniversary of the Dow- 
ney Baptist Church and was able tin 

his ninety-seventh year to speak a 
few words of greeting to his old 
church and friends. 

He leaves four sons, John F., A.' 

J.. Richard T. and Tom Freeman, !

ETTLE ON THE SPOT. 

The American army is paying ite way 
as it goes in the occupation of Germany, 
but the government at Berlin has to ante in 
the windup. The officers pay cash for all 
supplies requisitioned and the soldiers 
leave no debts behind. In this way the 
peaceful invaders are a blessing instead of 
a burden to the community where they 
happen to be, and business is brisk the 
minute they strike a town. They bring 
with them foodstuffs that may not be had 
in Germany and their coming does not de- 
prive the natives of any of their needs. 
They should therefore be quite welcome, 
and they are in most communities where the 
forees of law and order are in control. 


EDS AND COQUETRY. 

Stung by masculine sneers that they 
were lazy-minded and frivolous, giving 
More attention to beauty than to learning, 
the co-eds of Northwestern University have

«ms have discarded their powder puffs and 
Venity bags. They will “show the brutes,” 
with shiny noses and tousled hair. And 
What will happen? Merely this: Those

Bie around the fluffy-ruffleses that do pow- 
der the noses and wear clocked stockings. 
Mducation may do a lot for a woman, but 
it is the powder-puff and lip-stick with which 
She performs those incantations that prove 
irresistible to the average weak male. Col- 
lege teaches a woman a lot of things; but 
no other way than the serpent taught Eve 
fs really effective in catching & man. 


ROKEN NATIONS AND CONFISCATED 
PROPE RIGHTS. 

The Bolsheviki are working and schem- 
ing to control all nations. Their t et- 
ical appeal is based on Proudhon’s sardonic 
paradox: “Property is robbery.” Their 
promise is of short working hours, high 
Wages and no capitalism. They declare the 
“brotherhood of man” and stand for the 
“international fraternity.” Their doctrines, 
on paper, are made up of socialism and 
Philosophical anarchy: and they raise the 
red flag of terror and confiscation. 

There ig nothing new about the Bolshe- 
viki today except their widespread influ- 
ence. Under other names such factions, all 
through modern histury, have tried to over- 
turn government and abolish capitalism. 
Some few have succeeded, but never to any- 
thing like the extent or with the perma- 
nency of the Bolsheviki. Russia is com- 
pletely in their hands, and the Allies have 
assumed an attitude of non-intervention. 
Trotzky and Lenine have every incentive 
for making their regime successful and they 
have nothing to oppose them but what has 
opposed, and always will oppose, as long as 
Civilization lasts, an offort to reorganize so- 
ciety on the basis that property is robbery. 

In utter seriousness and with full fore- 
thought we say that on the day when the 
Bolsheviki prove to the world that they 
have established a successful and happy 
government revolutions will spring up in 
every country; the old order will be thrown 
down and the new set up. Observers 
schooled in history do not believe that any 
government, however small the community 
or large and rich the nation, can be main- 
tained except upon the principle that prop- 
erty is inviolable and personal. No com- 
munist colony, even so smal! that neigh- 
borly friendship might serve to strengthen 
the loyalty of each member, has succeeded. 
No government has ever endured that has 
not guaranteed property rights. Confisca- 
tion hag never brought happiness. 

Rousseau, who really started social rev- 
olu , who gave voice to the arguments 
that have inspired every revolution since 
his day, was entirely logica]l. He hated 
kings, politics and capitalism. (We use the 
word “capitalism” in its accepted revolu- 
tionary sense to mean the present indus- 
trial-system.) But he knew that the world 
weuld have to revert to savagery if it de- 
stroyed property rights. He preferred sav- 
agery—that is, an idyllic, nomadic naked- 
ness, in which people lived on berries and 
fruits, slept where night found them and 
spent the days in worthy thoughts and dis- 
course. Destfoy what the young radicals 
Ironically call the “sacredness of property” 
and the result must ultimately be some such 
savagery as Rousseau foresaw. How idyllic 
such a state could be made we leave to the 
Judgment of whoever has taken notice of 
tne deeds men do when the restraint of law 
is taken from them. 

TI. 

EXICO might be taken as an illustra- 

tion. It is at our own doorstep. Mex- 
ico was honeycombed with I.W.W. incendia- 
r&s who urged the people to rise up and 
take what they wanted. And Mexico has 
been pillaged from one end to the other by 
bandits bent on “reform.” But Mexico is 
really not a fair illustration because no fac- 
tion in Mexico has been so completely in 
control as to show what it could do. When 
the general moral and intellectual condition 
of the men who make up the rank and file 
and chieftains of the factions are consid- 
ered one cannot be hopeful of their accom- 
plishing much, no matter whether or not 
they agree to respect property rights. The 
only spot in Mexico that has been immune 
from the plague of fire and theft has been 
the state under the control of Gov. Cantu, 
where law and prosperity have been_main- 
tained and where the fugitives from the 
“reformed” states have swarmed. 

One might consider the negro revolution 
in Haiti, but that was carried out by ne- 
groes who had no social theories; they 
wanted, only the white man's property and 
their own rights to steal from one another. 

It is ‘a far ery back to Jack Cade’s rebel- 
lion on behalf of the propertyless of Eng- 
land. He gave the right to pillage and the 
promise of free beer. He failed, of course, 
but he should be remembered ag one of the 
early Bolshevik martyrs. 

Criminals forced the French revolution; 
the Apaches of the underworld—not the la- 
boring men and peasants who, though com- 
plaining of their burdens, had no intention 
of revolt. These, however, joined in; for, 
their own property confiscated and stolen, 
they had to go stealing from others; and 
so the movement grew and grew until there 
was nothing left to steal, and Ronaparte re- 
stored the rights of property by ee 
ing the mob. 

HESE are glimpses of political revolu- 

‘tlong designed to ald society by de 
stroying property rights. But they are not 
to be seriously evoked for judging Russia; 
for never before, as in Russia today, have 
the revolutionary leaders—the idealists, if 
One chooses to call them so-—held such su- 
preme authority. Their sole excuse for fail 
ure can be nothing but the defects and col- 
lapse of their theories when applied to hu- 
man nature. Nothing external hinders them 


from going ahead and making a success of — 


their undertaking there. They have a free 
field. “By their fruits ye shal] know them.” 

And what is happening? We know very 
well, since everybody entering WPngland 
from Russia during the past three months 
has been officially interviewed and the in- 
terviews bound by the British Foreign Of- 
fice for the use of government officials, 
These files have teen opened to corre: 
spondents. 

Lenine and Trotzky are the uncontested 
rulers of the country. As promised, they 
have destroyed capitalism. They have giv- 
en the right of plunder to the under dog. 
‘They have given enormous wages to the 
workingmen, and very short hours. “Indl- 
vidual liberty ig unrestrained—except if it 
takes an expression of protest against the 
Bolsheviki. Enemy plotters are dealt with 
rigorously. summarily. But the visions that 
these two erstwhile hunted radicals, Lenine 
and Trotzky, saw have failed to material- 
ize. Yet they have succeeded in doing all 
they said would be necessary to create a 
prosperous brotherhood, one of unrestrained 
liberty, devoid of capitalism, where no prop- 
erty was “sacred.” But the people of Russia 
are starvine and the cities of Russia are 
ruined, while brigandage and murder are 
unpunished and the clothes are stripped 
from travelers by robbers in the streets. 

Workinemen in Russia are paid twenty 
times as much as before the war, and work

but a few hours. But the cost of food has 
arisen to 800 times what it was before the 
war. Fifty dollars a pound is the price of 
butter. Bread is $8 a loaf. Everybody has 
money, but they can't eat it. It is almost 
impossible to buy food. As is inevitable in 
a country where capitalism is destroyed 
factories are shutting down. Owners are 
abandoning them in fear and despair. 

Is it wicked for the Allies to refuse to 
pour in food and feed these people? Why 
should the Allies feed the greatest and rich- 
est agrarian country in the world, where 
milliong of acres await the touch of labor? 
A Bolshevik nation must, above all things, 


viki will have to permit a few commissary 
nations to remain republics and monarchies. 


IV. 

HE trouble with Russia is not that the 
dollar is so worthless that forty-nine 
of them have not the value of a pound of 
butter. The trouble is that labor ig worth- 
less; it is measured in nothing but money: 
and money (mere metal and paper) has ab- 
solutely no value. The laborer cannot store 
his profits in property in Russia. He has 
no defensible right to save up and build 
a home and to fill it with better furniture 
than the houses and furniture of his Bolshe- 
viki brothers. He becomes bourgeoise if he 
does. The Bolshevik} would get along very 
well perhaps if they did not have to eat. 
The value of money may be destroyed, but 
food is a basic standard. Why isn't there 
plenty of food in Russia? Because no man 
dares raise more than for his immediate 
need. To do so would be capitalism—and 
expose one to the danger of confiscation. 
Why should he sow wheat fields for some- 
body to plunder? Human nature, even Bol- 
shevik idealism, cannot go that far. Who 
will produce if he can't keep what he pro- 
duces? So Russia is famine-stricken. The 
only way that food is furnished to cities is 
by confiscation from the peasants’ farms; 
and Russia is starving. The peasants will 
quit farming or learn how to outwit the 
soviet delegations; then Russia will restore 
the rights to property--or starve. And 
when property rights are restored Bolshe- 

vism will have admitted its failure. 
Confiscation in any form has always 
brought wretchedness to the confiscating 
majority, and always will*have the same 
results. The Times ventures to predict that 
the legal confiscation of the vineyards of 

California will bear bitter fruit. 


& THE BRITISH KEEP A KING? 
Before the war there were many whe 
said that George V would probably be the 
last King of Great Britain. They believed 
that the country was bound to become a re- 
public. Today. some of them are not so 
sure of it. 
Throughout the war King George proved 


that he was “a regular fellow,” ag many 


Americans publicly called him, and the 
Prince of Wales, the heir-apparent, showed 
that he was a chip of the old block. So 
correct and at the same time so thoroughly 
human was the behavior of the members of 
the royal family that the house, German 
though it is by descent, obtained more pop- 
ularity than ever. 

_ Amd all the trials and tribulations of the 
last four years there does not appear to 
have been any growth of the gmall party 
that used to favor a republican form of 
government for Great Britain. At one time 
there was more or less serious talk in Eng- 
land of an agitation to abolish the crown. 
Some even went the length of prophesying 
that the late Joseph Chamberlain, once a 
Radical, afterward a near-Conservative, 
would be the first republican President of 
Great Britain. 

Many there are who believe that England 
has nothing to gain and much to lose by 
changing itg form of government. The King 
of Great Britain has far less power than 
the President of the United States. The 
King dare not do anything against the will 
of the Cabinet. The existence of the Cabl- 
net depends upon the support of the House 
of Commons and the House of Commons 
represents the will of the people. There- 
fore the people rule. If that is not democ- 


| racy, what is?

would not willingly adopt the severer form 
of republicen covernment, They like the 
pomp arc ~~jay which go with royalty. 
It pleases them to have a king and a queen 
attend their important municipal ceremo- 
nies. They have a fondness for the glitter 
which accompanies an opening of Parlia- 
ment by His Majesty in person, And they 
seem willing to pay for it. _ 

Crowns were knocked off with rapidity 
as the war drew to @ close, The Czar lost 
both his crown and his head. Constantine 
of Greece backed the loser and fled to Swit- 
zerland. The bloateg Ferdinand of Bulga- 
ria also failed to pick the winner and fled 
from his capital after capitulating. The 
young Emperor of Austria enjoyed his sov- 
ereign rights for but a short time and then 


| the arch-criminal, William of Prussia, gave 


up his crown and slunk away to Holland. 

But there were kings who proved that 
they were men and who were neither auto- 
crats nor had the desire to be autocrats, 
These Kings are George V of Great Britain, 
Albert of Belgium and the King of Italy. 
They recognize the rule of the people. 

Nevertheless he would be a bold man who 
would assert that kings, as kings, are not 
doomed. The British people may take a 
notion into their heads that they can do 
without a titular ruler. Great changes are 
taking place in Great Britain and there will 
be more. These changes will affect soctety, 
industries, land ownership, public utilities 
and perhaps even the established church. 
So, while there appears to be no present 
surge toward a republican form of govern- 
ment, one can only say that the future {fs 
on the knees of the gods, and those gods 
are the gallery gods— oe common peo- 
ble.”

The reign of terror in Russia is as bad 
as despotism, and if continued may become 
worse than despotism. Thoughtful people 
are beginning to understand that liberty 
without the safeguards of law and order is 
only license and that demecracy without 

»anized self-control is only demagogy? 

" hese are not hours for wild and unre- 
str°ined conduct upon the part of any 
American citizen. The leason of the war 
should be the elimination of classes. If the 
oppression by the lords and gentry of the 
bourgeois ig to be followed by oppression 
at the hands of the proletariat-—-that is only 
change; it is not progress. 

From this time forward in the American 
republic, if we are to have prosperity we 
must have no classes. The measure of the 
man must be not what he does; rather must 
it be the spirit in which he does his life 
work. 

There never was so fine an outlook for 
the prosperity of a people as that which 
confronts the republic today if it shall only 
receive the thoughtful consideration of 
American citizens, and shall not be spoiled 
by the blind prejudice of class antagonism 
and class distinction. 7 

The whole republic ought to flourish, not 
only with prosperity, but also with added 
grandeur, and men ought, each and all, to 
have the largest opportunity ever afforded 


for individual success, honestly and honor- 


ably attained. 

But the wiping out of preferred sense 
and of classes in the American republic 
ought to add something to the effort of the 
individual .beyond me personal prefer- 
ment. It ought to add the spirit of service, 
of comradeship and of good-will. It ought 
to disclose that peace, friendship and good- 
will with a thousand a year are far more 
valuable to any man than enmity, hatred 
and turmoil with even a hundred thousand 
a year. 


Perhaps the two most Irritating things in 
life are: first, to have the Almighty inter. 
fere with one's plans, regardless of the mo- 
tive or nature of those plans, and, secondly, 
to find oneself mistaken in one’s judgment 
of another's character, irrespective of the 
quality of that other person's character.

TAFT’S FINE REPLY 
TO LEAGUE CRITICS. 


Discusses Monroe Doctrine, Unanim- 
ity, Terms of Agreement. 

BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 

Many misconceptions of the ef- 
fect of the covenant of Paris have 
been set afloat by broadside denun- 
cilations of the league based on 
broadside constructions of it en- 
tirély unwarranted by the text, The 
attitude of those who favor the 
covenant has been misconstrued, in- 
creasing the confusion in the min@ 
of the public of the inestimable 
value of the covenant ag it is. — 

Were THE ALTERNATIVES pre- 
sented to me of adopting the cove- 
nant exactly as it is or postponing 
the coming of peace and continuing 
the state of war until the conference 
could reconvene and make other 
provisions for peace, I should with- 
out the slightest fear ag to the com- 
plete safety of my country under 
its provisions vote for it as the 
greatest step in the betterment of 
interngtional relations for the bene- 
fit of the people of the world and 
for the benefit of my country in re- 
corded history. 

I was president of The League to 
Enforce Peace, and continue to be. 
Our plan was somewhat more ambi- 
tious in the method of settling dif- 
ferences peaceably in that fewer 
might escape a binding peaceful set- 
tlement. The proposed covenant, 
however, makes provision for peace- 
ful settlement of most differences. 
Both plans include a definite obli- 
gation on the part of all members of 
the league to use economic power 
to suppress an outlaw nation by 
withering world ostracism. Ours 
also provided for definite contribu- 
tions of force to an army to be 
called into requisition if the boycott 
failed to effect its purpose. The 
present covenant does not, in my 
judgment, impose such a definite 
obligation on the members of the 
league, but its theory, doubtless 
sound, ig that their voluntary action 


raising of sufficient force without a 
covenant. 

The proposed league has real 
teeth and a bite to it. It furnishes 
real machinery to organize the 
power of the peaceful nations of the 
world inte economic and military 
action which by its very existence 
and certainty wig keep nations from 
war and will foré them to the ac- 
ceptance of a peaceable settlement. 
This will dispense with the neces- 
sity for the exercise of economic 
pressure or force. 


But the language of the covenant 
is in diplomatic phrases, is verbose 
and not direct. If we look at most 
of the treaties in our history and 
most treaties of the world of im- 
portance, it will be found that this 
is characteristic of all of them. 
They are vot drawn with concise 
direct words of a business contract 
or in the clearer style of a domestic 
statute. When reduced to such a 
style the covenant becomes quite 
clear and presents to me no danger 
whatever of involving the United 


which its people would not be, and 
ought not to be, guided to bear in 
the preservation of the peace of the 
world their own. 

Take for tastance THE MONROE 
DOCTRIN®. The Monroe Doctrine 
in spirit and effect is a policy of the 
United States which forbids any 
von-American nation, by external 
aggression, by purchase or by in- 
trigue, to acquire the territories in 
whole or ip part, or the govern- 
mental power in whole or in part of 
any country or nation in this west- 
ern hemisphere. So far as external 
aggression is concerned the policy 
is fully covered by article X of the 
covenant which would enable the 
United States to use the whole 
power of the league to preserve the 
doctrine, tn addition to its own. 

So far as the acquisition of such 
territory or power by purchase or 
intrigue is concerned, the United 
States could at once bring the mat- 
ter before the body of delegates of 
the nations, which will include all 
the American nations of North, 
South and Central America, Unless 
the whole body of delegates unani- 
mously rejects the Monroe Doctrine 
of the United States the United 
States Is completely at liberty to 
proceed to it. Not by the wildest 
fight of imagination can it be sup- 
posed that such a unanimous report 
could be obtained from a body of 
delegates representing seventeen or 
eighteen countries of this western 
hemisphere. Though I have this 
view, | am entirely willing and will 
be glid if a reservation more satisfy- 
ing and explicit for those whose 
fears are roused could be 


Secondly, from the plan of the 
covenant, in the language of Lord 
Robert Cecil, one of its chief drafts- 
men, and from the general rules of 
construction of international agree- 
ments, I think that the action of the 
executive council, unless otherwise 
expressly provided, MUST BE 
UNANIMOUS. This would necessi- 
tate concurrence of a representative 
of the United States in such recom- 
mendations and other action it may 
in the course of its duties in the 
league have to take, The same thing 
is true with respect to the body of 
delegates. Put I would be entirely 
willing to have the rule of unaniut- 
ity stated expressly and it would 
clarify what troubles many.
